ever slight, ought to have the atoal 
careful treatment both because the 
eye is a very delicate organ, ami be- 
cause serious troubles often begin 
with the same symptoms that 
accompany minor ailments. That 
is particularly true, in the case 
of conjunctivis, or inllammation 
of the conjunctiva. When this is 
due to a cold, or to irritation by 
some foreign body, the inllamma- 
tion will yield readily to ordinary 
cleansing ami to soothing applica- 
tions; but it may also be caused by 
the most violently destructive germs 
known to medical science, anil then 
it may lead to loss of sight unless 
radical treatment is begun early. 

Obviously, the patient should 
not waste time in guessing which 
type of inllammation he is suft ring 
from, although until the doctor ar 
rives it is always well to keep the 
eye as clean as possible wi h a mild 
boric acid solution anil pledgets
